An English Correspondent Resurrects the 
Old Charge that Egan and Brown 
Acted as Spies— Chilean 
Hatred of Americans.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Preéss.| Secretary Tracy this 
afternoon received the following dis- 
patch from Capt. Schley, dated yester- 
‘day: 

Petty Officer Johnson, in whose arms Rig- 
gin was killed, declared that the act was 
done by the police guard. Apprentice Will- 
iams reports that he was arrested by a po- 
liceman who placed catgut nippers around 
his wrists and started his hérse on a gallop, 
throwing him down. | 

Coalheaver McWilliams was taken to 
prison with catgut nippers around his 
wrists and a lasso around his neck. He was 
bitten in the arm after arrest. 

Coalheaver Quigley, while trying to ¢s- 
cape from the mob, was struck with asword 
by a police officer. 

Apprentice Talbott was arrested, and on 


the poiice. 

Petty Officer Hamilton, dangerously 
wounded and unconscious, was literally 
dragged to prison. 

One of my people who was trying to 
make him comfortable was threatened 
with the butt of a musket and made to de- 
sist. 

The prisoners were examined secretly. 
the presence of anofficer sent by me to the 
court being denied. Before their discharge 
the men were required to sign a paper. 
Rheinhart asked the court officials the 
meaning of this paper. He was informed 
that it was a mere form, stating that the 
signer was not engaged inthe trouble. 

Two of my men are dead, three are dan- 
-gerously wounded and about fifteen are 
slightly injured. The surgeons believe the 
wounded are out of danger.

toms Union would have. some 
chance of acceptance. Unable to 
the Washington Govern- 
would not forgive Chilean 
resistance to their pet scheme. Spite 
was shown in the pursuit of the Itata, 
which was treated like a slave show. 
It required all the authérity of the 
Paris agents of the ‘Chilean Congress 
to prevent the Esmeralda from fighting 
the United States.

THE FEUD AN OLD ONE. 


Chileans Have Hated Americans Since the 
Days of 

Curcago, Nov. 1. —[By the Assotiated 
Press.] Ramon Estudillo, a native Cal- 
ifornian, at the Palmer House today, 
said: ‘People of Spanish blood are 
pretty much gll alike, and I think I un- 
derstand the Chilean situation better 
than. a man- af English descent 
naturally would. Chileans hate Amer- 
icans, mot account the 
Itata incident, or any _ recent 
occurrence. Those’ inoidents merely 
aggravated a feeling dating far back— 
to the time of the discovery of gold in 
California. There was great demand 
for provisions in San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia not then being the great wheat- 
producing State,itis today, flour 
was imported from Chile in large 
quantities. This brought San Fran- 
cisco and Valparaiso into, close com- 
munication, and thousands of Chileans 
went to the newly discovered gold 
fields. 

“It was just after the Mexican war, 
as a result of whicli there was bitter 
feeling. The natives looked upon the 
immigrants as intruders. Numbers of 
natives became outlaws, and many mur- 
ders and robberies were committed, 
while a number of Chileans were mur- 
dered and robbed by American miners, 
and the race hostility became so in- 
tense that many Chilean miners re- 
turned to their own land. They took 
with them the story of their inhospita- 
able reception, and the nation has 
smarted under what it -deemed the 
wrongs of its subjects ever since. The 
average Chilean hates-an American bit- 
terly, and this is one reason for it.”’ 


Minister Lincoln's Views. 
Lonpon, Nov. 1.—-In an interview 
United States Minister Lincoln ex- 
presses the opinion that Chilean news 
is exaggerated and there is no possibil- 


ity of war. He also expresses the hope 
that a settlement will be attained ina 
few days. 


SOUTHERN REPUBLICS. 
Brazil's Trade With This Country—Her 
Wine Iiudustry, 
Wasuinetox, Nov. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] “Pie Bureau of American 
Republics is informed of the organiza- 
tion and charter of the International 
Commercial and Industrial Company of 


Brazil, with offices and depository at 67 


Rua de Marco, Sio de Janeiro. The 
capital is at the start $1,500,000, all 
paid in, and authority is granted for an 
increase to 84,500,000. It is the in- 
tention of the company to do business 
exclusively with the United States, and 
to this end it will undertake agencies 
for the manufacturers, and in the 
execution of orders will guaran- 
tee payment, and whenever necessary 
or advantageous to buyer or seller will 
arrange to pay on delivery. Particular 
attention will be given to complete out- 
fittings for railways, the supplying of 
rolling stock, furnishing and putting 
up iron and steel bridges and furnishing 
and erecting plants for the manufacture 
ofsugar. The company is highly in- 
dorsed by banks of Rio de Janeiro, the 
management being in the hands of com- 
petent and experienced gentlemen. 
The recent treaty of reciprocity has 
led to the organization of the company. 
The bureau also has information that 
the new law of Paraguay, taking effect 
today, imposes an import duty of 10 
percent. on the tariff valuation of flour. 
Late information as to the rapid 
development of the wine industry in 
southern Brazil shows that decided im- 
provement has taken place in the qual- 
ity of the product, though it still hasa 
sharp taste. Notwithstanding its de- 
fects, good prices are obtained for it, 
more remunerative than coffee. The 
government has taken steps to foster 
the culture of vines by granting for two 
years free transportation for the prod- 
ucts over tlie state railways, and has 
provided for the establishment ot 
vinological and pylioxera stations with 
vineyards attached for the diffusion of 
information as to vine culture. :

Lonpon, Nov. 1.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Early this morning 


the top floor of the Prince of Wales's 


residence was discovered to be on fire. 
An alarm was promptly rung, and soon 
the greatest excitement prevailed. An 
hour later the whole upper part of the 
building was in flames, and in a few 
minutes the roofcollapsed with a tre- 
mendous crash. The reflection of the 
flames was visible for several miles 
around. The several fire brigades on 
the scene were assisted by hundreds of 
volunteers, including an engine com- 
pany sent by the Great Eastern Railway 
The second 
and third floors of the building were 
gutted and their contents destroyed. 
The lower rooms were greatly damaged 
by water. The total amount of damage 
is estimated at £15,060. 
The Prince and family were absent 
It is supposed the fire was 
caused by a spark from a flue, which 
smouldered during the night. 


DEADLY ELECTRIC WIRES. 


Shocking Affair at Panama—A Man Cre- 
mated in Public. 

Panama, Noy. 1.—[By the Associated 

Press.}| On Saturday a-naked tele- 
phone wire, was detached by some street 
arabs so that ithung from its support 
to the ground, trailing over the circuit 
wires froni the electric light plant. A 
police efficer commenced to haul it in. 
The actof drawing caused it to cut 
through the rubber insulation of the 
electric light wire. The officer re- 
ceived a shock which rendered him un- 
conscious. 
_ Agreatcrowd gathered, and before 
the Electric Light Company could be 
notified tq shut offthe current, a horse 
hitched toa cab was driven over the 
wire and killed. The cabman in at- 
tempting to extricated his animal from 
the harness, thinking he had simply 
fallen, was struck on the forehead by 
the swinging wire, which bit through 
his skull almost to the ears and there 
remained.

All this time sparks 
played about the head in an awful 
shower, the eyes literally glowing and 
radiating the consuming fire. No other 
casualties ocourred.

New York, Nov. 1.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}| Among the emigrants 
landed at the barge office today was a 
German family named Mullesr, composed 
of the mother, her. son John, aged 26, 
and daughter, Marguerite, aged 22, 
besides a son-in-law and his two chil- 
dren.

Some five years ago Hon. A. G. Throop, 
more familiarly known as ‘Father” 
Throop, moved with his family to Pasadena. 
The possessor of large means, which he had 
acquired by a long life of industry and per- 
severance, he soon Wecame widely known in 
this section for his many philanthropic and 
benevolent acts. Especially. liberal were 
his contributions to church work, as more 
than one congregation outside of Pasadena 
can testify. He also became. prominently 
associated with local public affairs. He was 
formerly one of the school trustees, and 
preceded Mr. Lukens as Mayor of Pasadena. 
His former place of residence was Chicago, 
where he was a conspicuous . figure a score 
and more of years ago. 

Never having enjoyed the advantages of 
a thorough edugation, Father Throop was 
led to appreciate all the more the impor- 
tance of such toevery young manand wom- 
an. For years he fas regarded an educa- 
tion as of paramount importance, and of 
late a long-cherished idea of donating his 
wealth to the cause of education has been 
assuming a definite, practicalform. Father 
Throop determined to found an institution 
of learning, and after carefully looking 
convinced that 
Pasadena was the best pessible place in 
which to locate it. It was hardly two 
months ago that the preliminary steps were 
taken, and yet today a full-fledged univer- 
sity, thoroughly equipped and with a corps 
of competent instructors at the helm, will 
open in our midst, backed by $200,000 of 
the generous founder's wealth. 

As was stated on Saturday the aim is to 
make the institution the equal of any in the 
land. Pupils will enjoy a full collegiate 
course in both the classical and scientific 
departments and there will be a prepara- 
The handsome  four- 
story brick block on the corner of Fairoaks 
avenue and Kansas street has been leased 
of P. G. Wooster for a period of five years. 
An inspection of the building shows that it 
is well adapted to the purpose to which it 
is to be set apart. On the ground floor is 
located the chapel, in the rear of which is 
fitted up a Gozy apartment for the instruct- 
ors in vocal and instrumental music. To 
the north of the chapel is a large study > 
room, fitted up with desks and other neces- 
saries. On the second floor are located the 
Class-rooms of the instructors in mathe- 
matics and classics, modern languages, the 
English branches and scientitic work. The 
latter room contains a cabinet for geolog- 
ical and  mineraological specimens. 
Another room is to be fitted up 
as a laboratory. Secretary Andrews 
has his office .at_ the northwest 
corner of the building. Itis a large and 
well-lighted apartment. Nearit are located 
the reception parlors. two large rooms 
which have been charmingly furnished 
through the generosity of Mrs. Vaughn, 
Father Throop’s daughter. On the third 
ffoor are the study rooms for the classes in 
stenography and typewriting. and on the 
fourth floor is the art room, which is ad- 
mirably lighted and equipped with all the 
necessary essentials.

[Ontario Observer. } 

Every pomologist in Southern Cali- 
fornia should join the movement to form 
a coéperative association for the ship- 
ment and marketing of fruit. The ad- 
vantages of such an organization are 
manifold. First, fruit can be packed 
cheaper by the codperative principle: 
second, it can, by virtue of the asso- 
ciation’s ability to secure the lowest 
possible rates, be transported to market 
cheaper; third, by the establishment of 
uniform brands, it can be sold to better 
advantage; fourth, by the vigilance of 
eastern agents, gluts can be prevehted 
in the markets, by directing shipments 
to such points where the demand is not 
supplied; fifth, the profits made by 
the middle men can be saved to the 
producers, and last, but not least, new 
markets for our fruits can be found, 
and the crop can be so distributed as to 
maintain the highest possible prices. 
The proper distribution of our fruit 
throughout the Kast isa matter of great 
importance.
